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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Muhme teaches a system for preventing the theft 
of an object (figure 1 ) by verifying if a person is authorized to remove an article from area and when it is determined that the person is 
authorized to transport an item the gate is disabled by disabling the lock (col. 4 lines 2-15). Muhme teaches user identification card being 
read by the reader (col. 3 lines 4-7) in order to verify the identification of person transporting the item through the security gate. The 
reference of Yeadon is relied upon for teaching the use of a smart card as an identification means and having a profile of the user (col. 5 
line 57-col. 6 line 1). Regarding applicant's argument regarding activating a video receiver upon interrogating the EAS device, the 
reference of Nelson, Jr. is relied upon for teaching the enchancement of an article surveillance system by programming the security 
function to include the capturing of a video image of an unauthorized person transporting an item and an alarm is also activated when an 
unauthorized person attempt to transport an item through the security gate (col. 10 lines 18-24). The reference of Clare is further relied 
upon for teaching the video recording of all activities at a security gate (col. 7 lines 40-46) . 
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
